Section 1. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is appropriated from4

the general fund of the state to the department on aging for5

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30,6

2011, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,7

to be used for the purposes designated:8

For medical assistance reimbursement and associated costs22

as specifically provided in the reimbursement methodologies23

in effect on June 30, 2010, except as otherwise expressly24

authorized by law, including reimbursement for abortion25

services which shall be available under the medical assistance26

program only for those abortions which are medically necessary:27

2. The department shall utilize not more than $60,000 of12

the funds appropriated in this section to continue the AIDS/HIV13

health insurance premium payment program as established in 199214

Iowa Acts, Second Extraordinary Session, chapter 1001, section15

409, subsection 6. Of the funds allocated in this subsection,16

not more than $5,000 may be expended for administrative17

purposes.18

3. Of the funds appropriated in this Act to the department19

of public health for addictive disorders, $950,000 for the20

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, shall be transferred to21

the department of human services for an integrated substance22

abuse managed care system. The department shall not assume23

management of the substance abuse system in place of the24

managed care contractor unless such a change in approach is25

specifically authorized in law. The departments of human26

services and public health shall work together to maintain27

the level of mental health and substance abuse services28

provided by the managed care contractor through the Iowa plan29

for behavioral health. Each department shall take the steps30

necessary to continue the federal waivers as necessary to31

maintain the level of services.32

Sec. 53. Section 256B.15, subsection 7, Code 2009, is13

amended to read as follows:14

7. The area education agencies shall transfer to the15

department of education human services an amount equal to16

eighty-four percent the nonfederal share of the payments to17

be received from the medical assistance program provided18

pursuant to chapter 249A. The nonfederal share amount shall19

be transferred to the medical assistance program account prior20

to payment of claims. This requirement does not apply to21

medical assistance reimbursement for services provided by an22

area education agency under part C of the federal Individuals23

With Disabilities Education Act. Funds received under this24

section shall not be considered or included as part of the area25

education agencies’ budgets when calculating funds that are to26

be received by area education agencies during a fiscal year.27

EXPLANATION28

This bill relates to and makes appropriations for health29

and human services for fiscal year 2010-2011 to the department30

of veterans affairs, the Iowa veterans home, the department on31

aging, the department of public health, Iowa finance authority,32

state board of regents, department of inspections and appeals,33

and the department of human services.34

GENERAL FUND AND BLOCK GRANT APPROPRIATIONS. This division35
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appropriates funding from the general fund of the state for the1

department on aging, the department of public health, and the2

department of veterans affairs.3

The division appropriates funding from the general fund4

of the state and the federal temporary assistance for needy5

families block grant to the department of human services. The6

allocation for the family development and self-sufficiency7

grant program is made directly to the department of human8

rights.9

The reimbursement section addresses reimbursement for10

providers reimbursed by the department of human services.11

SENIOR LIVING TRUST FUND, PHARMACEUTICAL SETTLEMENT ACCOUNT,12

IOWACARE ACCOUNT, HEALTH CARE TRANSFORMATION ACCOUNT, AND13

PROPERTY TAX RELIEF FUND. This division makes appropriations14

for fiscal year 2009-2010 from the senior living trust fund to15

the department on aging, the department of human services, the16

department of inspections and appeals, and the Iowa finance17

authority.18

The division makes an appropriation from the pharmaceutical19

settlement account to the department of human services to20

supplement the medical contracts appropriation.21

The division makes appropriations from the IowaCare22

account to the state board of regents for distribution to the23

university of Iowa hospitals and clinics and to the department24

of human services for distribution to a publicly owned acute25

care teaching hospital in a county with a population over26

350,000 related to the IowaCare program and indigent care. The27

division makes an appropriation to the department of human28

services from the health care transformation account for29

various health care reform initiatives.30

The division provides that if the total amount appropriated31

from all sources for the medical assistance program for fiscal32

year 2009-2010 exceeds the amount needed, the excess remains33

available to be used for the program in the succeeding fiscal34

year.35

2010-2011. This division allocates the appropriation made in2

2009 Iowa Acts, chapter 179, for distribution to counties for3

adult mental illness, mental retardation, and developmental4

disabilities services allowed growth for FY 2010-2011.5

HEALTH CARE TRUST FUND. This division includes provisions6

relating to health care and makes appropriations from the7

health care trust fund.8

Appropriations are made from the health care trust fund9

to the department of public health for addictive disorders,10

healthy children and families, chronic conditions, and11

community capacity.12

Funds are appropriated from the health care trust fund to13

the department of human services for the medical assistance14

program.15

Code section 453A.35 is amended to reduce the amount of16

tobacco-related revenue appropriated to the health care trust17

fund.18

PRIOR APPROPRIATIONS —— CHANGES. This division amends19

appropriations made in prior years.20

The final year of a multiyear appropriation made for21

covering children in 2008 Acts, chapter 1188, is reduced. If22

moneys from the appropriations of federal temporary assistance23

for needy families block grant made in 2009 Iowa Acts, chapter24

182, section 5, remain unexpended, they do not revert but25

remain available for expenditure for the family investment26

program for the succeeding fiscal year.27

Moneys remaining available in the account created for funds28

relating to the contract for behavioral health services under29

the Medicaid program are appropriated for the Medicaid program30

instead of remaining available for future appropriation as31

originally provided in 2009 Iowa Acts, chapter 182, section32

9. An exception is included for the allocations made from33

the account for implementation of the emergency mental health34

crisis services system and for implementation of the mental35
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health services system for children and youth, which under 20091

Iowa Acts, chapter 182, section 72, do not revert until the2

close of FY 2010-2011.3

This division takes effect upon enactment.4

STANDING APPROPRIATION —— RELATED CHANGES. The standing5

appropriations made for the following purposes are reduced6

to specified amounts: center for congenital and inherited7

disorders central registry, primary and secondary child8

abuse prevention programs, property tax relief fund, and from9

the property tax relief fund for the Medicaid program. In10

addition, an appropriation is made from the cash reserve fund11

in lieu of a portion of the general fund appropriation for the12

property tax relief fund.13
